WaBliJngton, March 17. — The Mnata 
ooarmlUee on foi-eisn reUtlOM b«» de- 
dMed to again take up the reclprooi^/ 
liTMitifii wit.h a view to securing sut ii 
■aoiendineDts to them as will insiuu 
i^etr ratification. There has long 
Wea conteation on the part of the 
^iilnkbers of the house Of representa- 
llVee that because tlK se trnatlps af- 
Mtot the tariff sjretem they should be 
j i e e ed upon by the house at weu as 
It the senate. The senate commit- 
Mb OQ foreign relatione was not dis- 
posed to ooncod© this point, but bf>- 
<^ae the Dlagley bill, authorizing 
ilibM ooBiaMrelal airaements. contain- 
ed' a provision requiring th« telt^'nt 
the entire rongrees, th^ oonttlttfo 
ffts now talien a pobition favorable 
to the bouse coutention. This it has 
«tone In adoiting the report prepaieu 
by its ftiib-comml'.tee of which Senator 
8poon«r is chairman. The loport 
reoomrncmls tliat carh of the reciproc- 
ity conventions be amended so as to 
provide that it shall "take effect whcu 
af^rove^ bjr congress." 

"^he teiembers of the rommlttoo. 
liowcvcr. are outspoken in their (h'cla- 
ration that this concession does not 
in IrnQr way affect the treaty-making 
pvwer of the iHrMMeot and the ndate. 
"^tktch they' contend Is exclustve of 
tbe house, but the majority niembt rs 
my as they voted fur the Dingier 
bfU, which contains the reciprocity 
cl4use, consistency on their part re- 
quires that they should Insert this 
elause. 

Against Tariff Reduction. 
Washington. March 17.— The meet- 
ing of RepabH<!alt nvembers oppoefng 

t!w ways and means committee on 
tiobsQ reciprocity resulted in agree- 
■^Mlt not to accept any compromise 
ilrvblving a reduction of tarliS duties. 
This in e(T(<t is an Infstriirtion to in- 
biet upon the rebate plan as sgalnst 
tl^ rveti^rodty plan. 
''The meeting was attended by 52 
R«i^blican members. A resolution 
had been framed by Represehtatlve 
Tawney and this s<'rv(xi as the )>aslg 
of action. The discuasiun was all op- 
posed to an agreement which would 
reduce the tariff even temfporarily. It 
liM flnaHy agreed, however, to give 
the understanding an afflrmative as*- 
ptet, namely that any plan for the 
rMlef of Cuba would be acceptable if 
it did not involve a reduction of the 
tariff.

Chatham. Ma??.. March 17. — Sev^en 
niernlH i . ot ilir Moii.^moy life saving 
station, including the captain, were 
drowhed whHe ^ing to reach a dis- 
tressed barge in a terrible sea. One 
boatman. Surfman Ellis, was rescued 
by a sajlor from the l)arge whiih had 
summoned the ll/e savers to her as- 
sistance. He was uacooscious for 
several hours, so that details of the 
disaster could not be learnt d The 
men who perished are: Captain Mai 
shall Eldrldge, South Chatham; Blljah 
Kendrick, Hanrtoh; 0»bom« Chase, 
Harwich; Arthur Rogers, North Har- 
wich; Thomas Foye, South Chatham; 
Valentine iNirkerson, Harwich. Cap- 
tain Eldridge is a widower. All tue 
otheri were married and had families. 

Five persons from the harge Warilf- 
na In addition to the seven nitmi>(?rs 
of the life saving crew were lost by 
the capsizing of the surfboat of the 
Monomoy station. Surfman Bltis on 
regaining ronsclousncsa mar!e known 
the fact that the Ilfelmat had rea* htd 
the barge and had taken on board ive 
persons from the barge and was re- 
turning to the shore when It capsized. 
These men were lost in addition to 
the crew, making 12 in all who p T- 
ished. 

Evacuation of Boston. 
Boston, March 17.— The 12Gth anni- 
versary of the evacuation of Boston 
by the British was celebrated in South 
Boston by the unveiling of a mor.u- 
ment erected on the brca.'^t works of 
the colonial army on Dorchester 
Heights This monument was erect- 
ed by the state of Massachusetts on 
this site as a memorial to the valor 
of the New England militia and the 
military guards of Washington. A 
military parade preceded the cere> 
mony and following it. United Staios 
Senator Heni^r Oabot Lo<lge dcliveied 
an eloquent historical oration. Hear 
Admiral Schley, who was the guest of 
honor at the banquet in' honor of the 
occasion, rode la the procesaioh with 
May<w OolHtta.

Wlliard Smith. 20, irtib sought to 
blackmail a merchatot at Tillle, Neb., 
was shot and killed by one of a party 
o( four men who satrappsd him. 



Port of Spain. Island of Trinidad, 
March 17.— The Venei uelan insurgents 
oommanded by Ganeral Monagas. csp- 

tured the port of Ouanta March 13. 
Six custom house ofllcers were wound- 
ed. A Dutch steamer arrlv<^d off 
Quanta shortly after insurgents had 
taken "poaseftslon ' of that place ahd 
transferred to the revolutionli-f s sev- 
eral bags of mail matter, thi' steam- 
er's officers thinking they w:>re deal- 
ing witti the legal authorities. Oov- 
eTBrnMit troops, conftnusnded by Gen- 
eral Venutinl. re<aptiir(d CiU.Tiita Sua- 
day. The insurgents have taken pos- 
session of Cariaco and are marching 
on Cumanas. The insurgents also con- 
tinue to threaten Carupano,' which 
place, it is said, tbcy wlU BWSt likely 
capture shortly. 

The revolutionary steamer Bolivar 
landch a force of insurgents March 
IS on the shore near Pueata Piedra? 
north of tha island of .Margarita, and 
March 15 the steamer landed war mu- 
nitions and insurgent forces near 
Cumbarbebo, opposite the island of 
Curacoa,to reinforce the revolutionary 
troops under Gen r.l Iticra. who was 
preparing to attac k Core. 

The Venasuelan insurgents are very 
active at preseot and the situation ap- 
pears to he grave for the government 
of \ enezuela. It is n-ported here thai 
the insurgents have captured Uuidad 
de Cure, near Valencia. 

The Bolivar la at present off the 
coast of the Island of Margarita, 
which thf iiisiirgf'nls of Venzuela are 
atempting to capture, it is said that 
the Island of Coohe. which commands 
tbe Margarita channel, is in poaaee- 
slon of the inaurgenta. 

Comtng to the States. 

Liverpool. March 17.— Tli.- White 
Star line steamer Ocf-anic. which rails 
from this port March IH for Now 
York, will have among her passengers, 
Alfred Mosely and the Marquis Town- 
Sihend. The former is going to Amer- 
ica to arrange for the visit of his la- 
bor and education commissiont; to the 
United States. Alfred Moeeley is go- 
lag to tbO' UnitOd States to arrange 
for the visit to tlii.s country In the 
autumn of a (ommls'sion representing 
w<^rkin<'n's orgaDiza.tions in five-sixths 
of the great British industries. Tbe 
delegates who will be elected are to 
accompany Mr. .\!o?;€'ly at his expense. 
They will he at compiinied by news- 
paper and literary men. 

Fire at Bryn Mawr College. 
Philadelphia, March 17.— Tbe loss 
resulting from the fire at Bryn Mawr 
college will be much greater than was 
at first supposed. Denbelgh hall, the 
flne.st of the collopp buildings, whlcli 
was erected at a co.'t of $190,000, was 
entirely destroyed and its contents, 
valued at 135.000 at least, were con> 
•umied. Seventy young women oecu- 
pi(>d chambers In Denlxigh hall itnd 
their individual losses have not yet 
baea laaniald. Mlaa Thoitea. presi- 
dent of the college, said that during 
the progress ot the Are there had b^n 
s<)m<' looting by strange men. but add- 
ed that the thefi« u( Jewels, etc., were 
not eitenslva.

— Kmperor Wil- 
liam iioanlcd the battleship KalBer 
Wilhelm 11. and will traverse the 
Xtol canal to Cuxhaven. where he 
will awiait the arrival of tiie l)out.';ch 
land, having on board Princ* Henry 
ef Prussia. Admiral Von Thomsen 
and other high naval and military of- 
flceirs will participate in the reception 
of the prince. The Fourth marine 
artillery and the .Marine band have 
been ordered to be present. The 
cruiser H«la will take Prince Henry 
ashore, after the Defutsohland anchors 
before CuThaven. Then KmpiTur 
William. Prince ilcnry and tho lat 
ter's suite will board the Kai?er Wil- 
heha IL, which will immediately sail 
tor Kiel.

Cropsey Girl's Testimony. 
BUtabelh City, N. C, March 17.— 
Mlsa Ollle Cropsey, a sister of the 

dead girl, testified In the Wilcox 
trial. Sho said that Wilcox had been 
very attentive to Nellie since June of 
1898. They were on friendly terms 
until September last year, when they 
began to quarrel. Wilcox gave N'ollie 
several presents and often took her 
to places of amusement, boat riding 
and driving. Wilcox called after they 
quarreled in September, bttt Nellie 
would hardly <\MtL]<. to him. The night 
Nellie d1sai)pearpd witness said Wil- 
cox called and sat in the parlor until 
11 o'clock, when be asked Nellie to 
speak with him in the ball. She was 
never egain soon allta by any mem- 
ber of the family. 

After Chlcsgo's Postmaster. 

Washington. March 1 7.— CliarKes 
have be<;n filed with the tivil seivite 
commission against Postmaster K. .VI. 
Coyne of Chicago, alleging that be has 
made a number of changes In the Chi- 
cago postufllce for political Ka.-^ond. 
The oomplaint is made by T. W. Wit 
Mr; formerly superlntoadentof a sta- 
tion of the Chicago postoince. who 
spedties that be was reduced from 
that pi>siiit!n. (taying $2,000 per an- 
num, to mailing clerk at |1,100, and 
that on refusing to accept the change 
he was dismissed. He says this ac- 
tion was due to his being a Democrat. 
.Mr Witler alU^es that l'ostnia.-<tei 
Coyne reduced nin« other men in tbe 
•ervice on political grounds. 

Fire Feeds on a Flat. 

Chicago. March 17. — Twenty-four 
families occupying the St. Csitherine 
flats were driven from tlie building liy 
fire. A frigid wind was blowing and 
the firemen liad to work vigorously to 
confine the flames to St Catherine's. 
The tenants had barely time to escape 
and shivered in their nlKlit clothes 
until neighbors were aroused and gave 
them shelter. Nearly ail household 
goods aad personal effects were kwt 
William Seanlon, a polieemaa, fell 
fro^m a third story window and hioke 
one of bis legs. George Patton, one 
of the tenants, proved hims«lf a hero, 
by rescuing several women. Total 
iosB 160,000.

St. Paul. March 17.— The weather in 
this vicinity is bright and clear, but 
high winds emphasised tbe cold. In 
this city on** man. Ix)uis Orluwski. TO. 
was found dead on the street, appar- 
ently as a result of exposure to the 
cold. Additional deUils of tha ter- 
rible Btorm that has been raging for 
three days in the Dakota.'^ are slow to 
arrive, owing principally to tbe condi- 
tion ef the wires. At least four and 
itoBslbly many more persona are dead 
because of the storm and the loss ot 
kiixk will be \>!:. h :uy. Exact fig- 
ures will be unobtaiuable for several 
daya. The mild weather of the pre- 
vious three or four weeks and appear- 
ances of an early spring resulted in 
many f-nnn " aad stixkv.ien Ijoing 
ca.ugbt nap;>ing. Although warnings 
were sent out by tbe weather bureau 
4S hours in advance, tbe »torm wa« 
feM most by the new settlers, several 
thousand of whom have movcvd to 
North Dakota frciin the eastern states 
during the past month, and heavier 
loss of life is feared among those peo- 
ple. All trains are tied up in North 
I >akota. 

A family of four living north of 
Mlnot, N. D., is known to have perish- 
ed tn the blissard. Many others ar* 
believed to be dtad. but particulars 
cannot be oWtained. as snun-c <>f <'om- 
munioation are just opening. The 
kttoek lota wUI ba iMavy,.- 

Rivera Rising. 
AtlanU. March 17.— Fair and colder 
weather la ttortb Alabama and Georgia 

has <aii;-i-sl a slight dccHr.c in the 
stages vjf the swolltn livir^ lu that 
part of the two states.

It is worthy of note, from the following 
compilation, made from official reporteof 
the United Statea Oovemment, that 
another year c-f iinc (iialled prosperity 
has not increased to a marked extent tbe 
ooosnmption of alcoholic liqoors. The 
flsiures show a slight gain in the use of 
spirits, and a more pronounced increase 
in the oonsumption of beer. The total 
increafle in tbe use of all sorts of spiritu- 
ous or malt liquors, in l'K)l over 1900, 
was only .22 of a gallon. On the other 
hand, the use of coffee increased .79 of a 
pound per capita, and of tea .06 of a 
pound. The milder stimolanta art more 
in favor than ever. 

We use the same basis of retail cost Ih 
making tbe fbllowing estimate as was 
adopted in previoaa calculatious. Out of 
$1,873,312,386 spent for beveragee, about 
SC) per cent, is spent for alcoholic stimu- 
lants, of which 50 per cent, is for beer ; ol 
per cent, for #hisky; 5 per cent, for 
wines. 

If tbe quantity of tea and cotiee used is 
reduced to its eqoivalent as a beverage, 
we find that more gallons of coffee are 
consumed than any other sort of drink, 
amountinK to 1,321,372,454 gallons, as 
againat 1,258,24U,391 gallons of beer— ita 
greateat competitor.
